While the Examiner was initially willing to examine claims to the combination 
compact cooling system and subcombination claims to the heat exchanger, per se, 
applicants have clearly taken divergent tracks in their presentation of new claims 19-34, 
and a restriction to reduce the examination burden on the Examiner is presented below: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 19-29 and 34, drawn to a compact cooling system with a radial fan 
and plurality of heat exchangers, classified in class 165, subclass 41 .
